Four 
Methods 
To

W ashington, Sept. 6.—Four methods 
to be used by anti-suffragists to bring 
about a decision 
by the 
supreme 
court before the November election 
on the legality of ratification of the 
federal 
suffrage 
amendment 
were 
outlined in a statem ent issued by the 
American Constitutional league. 
The anti-suffragists, according to 
the statem ent, propose first to appeal 
pending litigation as to Tennessee’s 
ratification to (.he Tennessee supreme 
court, which m eets Sept. 30.

The second method outlined is to

SOM E ICE CREAM SAUCES. 
Ice cream is m ade more a ttrac­ 
tive if it is served w ith some sort 
of sauce, and it is quite a m istake 
to think th a t the only sort of sauce 
is th a t standby of the housewife 
and beloved of all sm all boys, choc­ 
olate sauce.
